DEMOCRATS SEEK 
PRUGRAM ONTAXES 


Leaders Pledge Party to 
Rigid Economy in At- 
tacking Deficit.

WASHINGTON, Dec. _11.—()—- 
Congressional democrats plan to put 
their shoulders behind the task of 
solving the Hoover administration’s 
deficit problem by slashing expenses 
and raising funds through taxation 
and government borrowing. 

The president today received assur- 
ances from Chairman Byrns, of the 
house appropriations coimmittee, that 
the democrats would “do everything 
possible to diminish the government's 


expenditures.” 

The Tennessee democrat visited the 
White House as democrats informally 
discussed their tax plans. These are 
to be put on paper next Tuesday 
when the senate and house joint pol- 
icy committee begins drafting the par- 
ty's legislative program. 

As opposition to the administration 
proposal for a retroactive tax on in- 
comes for 1951 increased, Speaker 
Garner announced the democrats plan- 
ned a thoreugh study of the Hoover- 
Mellon tax proposals before submit- 
ting revenue-raising bills to the house 
for action. 

The democrats are opposed to a 
general sales tax and look with dis- 
favor on the administration's plan to 
lower exemptions in order to collect 
taxes on low-salaried men and wage 
earners.

Treasury Head Declares 
Administration 
Recommends Revision of 
War Debt Schedule.

WASHINGTON,. Dec. 11.—(/)— 
As menacing opposition to President 
Hoover’s proposal for revision of war 
debts burst from Capitol hill, Secre- 
tary Mellon tonight gave- assurance 
that the administration was opposed 
to cancellation. 

During the day there came from 
leaders of both parties—many high 
in the councils of the administration 
—firm declarations against further 
debt relief for Europe under existing 
conditions. 

Secretary Mellon said in a state- 
ment President Hoover's recommen- 
dation to congress for re-creation of 
the World War foreign debt commis- 
sion carried no implication of cancel- 
lation. 

He said, however, it was the duty 
of responsible officials to investigate 
the ability of the debtors to pay the 
money due this country under the 
resent worldwide economic situation. 
He cited the financial status of Great 
Britain and other European nations 
and declared: 

“These instances should suffice to 
demonstrate that to stand on the let- 
ter of our bond, and to refuse to in- 
vestigate or to consider the- facts, is 
to fail in our responsibility te the 
American people whom we represent 
and to the debtors whose capacity 
to pay we ourselves undertook to de- 
termine.” set 

His statement followed closely an 
invitation of Undersecretary Mills, of 
the treasury, to back up with facts 
and figures for congressignal leaders 
the statement of President Hoover 
that some European nations would 
not be in a position to pay their debt 
Obligations after expiration of 
moratorium. 

Conference Called. 

Mills arranged for a conference to- 
morrow, summoning democratic lead- 
ers and some of his own party stal- 
warts who have voiced pointed op- 
position. These latter include Chair- 
man Borah, of the senate foreign re- 
lations committee, and Senator Wat- 
son, of Indiana, the party floor 
leader.

foreign governments respecting their 
debt payments due this country next 
Tuesday. 

However, failure attended an at- 
tempt to bind house democratic and 
republican leaders to support this 
statement, in which it is understood 
Secretary Stimson would assure the 
foreign powers that the payments 
could be abandoned with certainty of 
congressional ratification of the mora- 
torium. 

Failure to bind the house leaders 
was not regarded as any rejection on 
their part of the moratorinm. But

move for possible revision.

WASHINGTON, 
President Hoover tonight appealed to 
congress and the nation to throw their 


united support behind his program 
for setting America on the path to 
prosperity. 

“It is a non-partisan program,” he 
told newspapermen gathered about his 
desk. “I am interested in its prin- 
ciples rather than its details. I ap- 
peal for unity of action for its con- 
summation,” 

The recommendations to which he 
referred were contained partially in 
his message to congress. Others he 
has expounded over the last few 
months. Some are already in effect. 
Some await congressional action. To- 
night he drew them all together and 
massed them in what he termed “a 
definite program for turning the tide 
of deflation.” 

Reading at times from a prepared 
statement, which he held steadily and 
from which he departed often, the 
president spoke swiftly but in a low, 
even tone. * 

“The broad purpose of this pro- 
gram,” he asserted, “is to restore the 
old job instead of create a made job, 
to help the worker at the desk as 
| as the bench, to restore their 
buying power for the farmers’ prod- 
ucts—in fact, turn the processes of 
liquidation and deflation and start the 
country forward all along the line.

Lenz Team Increases 


Lead to 5,650 Points

NEW YORK, Dee. 12.—(Satur- 
day)—(#)—Slams sent the lead of 
Sidney S. Lenz and Oswald Jacoby 
over Mr. and Mrs. Ely Culbertsou 
up to 5,650 in a 12-rubber session 
ending at 12:47 a. m. today.

Witness Released From 
Tower; Mrs. Gann and 
Mrs. Davis Held on Per- 


jury Charges. 


J. T. Dailey, star witness for the 
state in the eonvictions of J. D. Lee 
and Harry Kosnofsky for the murder 
of Bennie Lichtenstein, late Friday 
afternoon was cleared by the Ful- 
ton grand jury of charges of mur- 
der and prejury brought in warrants 
on which Dailey was arrested Satur- 
day night. 

As the result of the newest develop- 
ments in the Lichtenstein case, Mrs. 
Lucille Gann was indicted for per- 
jury and false swearing, and Mrs. 
Helen Davis was indicted for subor- 
nation of perjury and subornation of 
false swearing. 

The bills were returned by the 

and jury before Judge E. D. Thom- 
as, of Fulton superior court. Both 
Mrs. Gann and Mrs. Davis are in 
custody, Mrs. Gann at Fulton Tower 
and Mrs. Davis at the police station. 
Dailey’s release from the tower was 
ordered immediately after the return 
of the two no bills, and he was freed. 

Lee, Kosnofsky Heard. 

Lee, who is under death sentence, 
and Kosnofsky, who has a life sen- 
tence, were among the first witnesses 
heard by the grand jury Friday aft- 
ernoon. A strong force of deputies 
was thrown around the grand jury 
room, and both prisoners were taken 
into the jury room hand-cuffed. 

Other witnesses included Mrs. 
Gann, Detective Lieutenant T. O. 
Sturdivant, Arthur W. Powell and 
Marvin G. Russell, attorneys for Lee: 
James G. Sibley, newspaperman, and 
a number of others. Neighbors of 
Dailey were called to substantiate 
Dailey’s alibi, that he was at home 
on the night of the Lichtenstein slay- 
ing. 

Perjury Charged. 

Indictments against Mrs. Gann 
charge her with perjury at the hear- 
ing Wednesday before Justices of the 
Peace W. Y. Norman and _ Ernest 
Watts at Lakewood Heights, when 
Dailey was bound over to the grand 
jury, and false swearing in an affi- 
davit tending. to implicate Dailey in 
the Lichtenstein case. 

Mrs. Gann swore falsely, according 


to the true bills, that Dailey picked 
her up and took her for a ride on the 
night of the Lichtenstein slaying, and 
that Dailey told her that he knew “a 
rich fellow on Ponce de Leon,” and 
he said he was going to get this fel- 
low’s money “even if it took blood.” 

Mrs. Davis was charged with 
suborning Mrs. Gann to make the al- 
leged false affidavit and to give the 
alleged false testimony at the justice 
of the peace court hearing. 

Dailey Is No-Billed. 

In the perjury bill drawn by the 
solicitor-general and no-billed by the 
grand jury, Dailey was charged with 
falsely swearing in Lee's trial that 
Lee told him to get the pistols out 
of the basement of a house, that Lee 
was the man, in his opinion, who held 
him up and took a gun, and that 
Dailey did not tip off Lieutenant 
Sturdivant as to the whereabouts of 
Lee. The murder bill, also no-billed, 
charged Dailey with the slaying of 
Lichtenstein. 

Dailey was arrested at his home in 
DeKalb county late Saturday «night 
on warrants issued by Judge Norman. 
Mrs. Gann gave testimony against 
Dailey at the hearing Wednesday, and 
later repudiated her affidavit as to 
her alleged ride with Dailey. In a 
later affidavit, she charged that the 
Davis woman had induced her to aid 
in a frame-up to get Dailey, and that 
her original affidavit was not true. 
Mrs. Davis was arrested after Mrs. 
Gann repudiated her original affidavit.

SAMUEL J. SLATE 
DIES AT HOSPITAL 


Was Thought To Be Re- 
covering From Operation. 


Samuel Jordan Slate, 58, for many | 


years prominent in political activities 
in Georgia and former state auditor. 
game commissioner and member of the 


Georgia industrial commission, died 


late Friday afternoon at Emory Uni- 
versity hospital as the result of an 


illness from which he had suffered ! 


many years, but which only recently 
had confined him to the hospital. 
The death of Mr, Slate was sudden 


him had expressed the opinion that he 
was rapidly recovering from an op- 
eration which was performed last Sat- 
urday in an effort to correct a serious 
stomach ailment. Death came at 
5:40 p. m. 

For nearly 12 years the name of 
Sam Slate was associated with in- 
numerable projects of rogressive 
state legislation, particularly a budg- 
etary program of financing. The con- 
servation of natural resources, and the 
protection and rehabilitation of work- 
men engaged in industry in Georgia. 
He was an expert accountant and 
fought vigorously for radical changes 
in the manner of allocating funds to 
the various state bureaus and depart- 
ments. 

Named Game Commissioner. 

In 1917 Governor Hugh M. Dorsey 
appointed Mr. Slate as Georgia -game 
and fish commissioner, and in this 
capacity he served for four years, be- 
ing named by Governor Dorsey as the 
first member of the industrial commis- 
sion of Georgia, composed of three 
members. He served in this capacity 
until the administration of Governor 
Clifford M. Walker, who named him 
first auditor of Georgia. As state 
auditor he was active In a campaign 
of efficiency in fiscal administration, 
and his recommendations caused many 
heated oral battles on the floors of 
successive legislatures. 

Duriug his service as game and fish 
commissioner, from 1917 to 1921, Mr. 
Slate bent his efforts toward con- 
servation not enly of forests and wild 
life that abounded in them, but asses

conservation and cultivation of the 
oyster, and for years after. his service 
as game commissioner. he actively sup- 
ported legislation having as its pur- 
pose the development of that industry 
into a channel of profitable produc- 


tion. 
Native of Virginia. 

A native of South Boston, Va., 
where he was born on September 19, 
1873, Mr. Slate attended the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, from which he was 
graduated, receiving his bachelor of 
arts and law degrees, Following his 
graduation he entered upon a career 
as traveling salesman for a buggy 
company, and settled in Columbus, 
Ga.. in 1898, where he entered the 
buggy business. After several years 
in that field in Columbus, he removed 
to North Carolina, where he was sim- 
larly occupied, but with the advent 
of the automobile, he was one of the 
first to see its possibilities, and trans-

Three Men Found Dead 
in Barricaded House, 
Victims of Bullets From 
Gun of Convict. - 


BY CHARLES A. GRUMICH. 

LEAVENWORTH, Dec... 11.—(4) 
At the end of a trail of kidnaping, 
bloodshed and terrorism three desper- 
ate convict mail train robbers died 
today apparently by their own hands 
when surrounded by a posse in a Kap- 
sas farm house after an escape from 
Leavenworth federal prison. 

Trapped by the gunfire of 200 sol- 
diers, prison guards, military police, 
civilian officers and citizens after a 
manhunt in which army airplanes also 
took part the men chose death rather 
than recapture. — 

At an autopsy tonight evidence in- 
dicated that Will Green, one of the 
men, shot and killed his two compan- 
ions, Grover C. Durrill and George 


Curtis. and then fired a bullet inte his 
own head, ending bis life. 

Three other cvunvicis, Stanley 
Brown, Tow Underwood and Charles 
Berta, who participated in the prison 
break which was achieved by the kid- 
naping of Warden Thomas B. White, 
were captured earlier five wiles from. 
Leavenworth. Berta was shot in 
shoulder when he resisted possemen. 

A seventh, Earl Thayer, 65, an 
Oklahoma mail train robber, separated 
from the others and had eluded cap- 
ture tonight. It was not learned un- 
til late. today that he had escaped. 

He was being tracked by blood- 
hounds. Army fliers prepared to take 
off at dawn to hunt bim. 

Warden White was shot in the left 
arm when he grappled with one of his 
captors who threatened to kill him 
with a shotgun after the convicts had 
fled into the country. The wounded 
warden was left on a highway. After 
an operation it was reported at the 
hospital tonight that his condition 
was not dangerous. 

Assistant Deputy Warden James 
Galvin and I. W. Mooney were slight- 
ly wounded in pursuing the despera- 
does who stole several automobiles, 
terrorized pupils at two country 
schools and made temporary captives 
of members of several farm families. 

The captured convicts on their re- 
turn to the prison in irons refused to 
reveal how they had obtained the shot- 
guns and pistols which they used to 
overpower the warden and others in 
his office this morning. They then 
gained exit through the gate by using 
the hostages to prevent tower guards 
from firing on them. 

Coroner T. N. Sexton 
the autopsy : 

“There is no doubt in my mind that 
Green shot Warden White and also

TAMPA, Fla., Dec. 11.—-()—The 
Florida conference, in deciding today 


to vote in favor of a judiciary council 
for the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, wielded the balance of power in 
overriding the house of bishops’ veto 
and deciding the question for the 
church as a whole. 


The proposal was adopted by the; 


general conference three years ago, 
but. was vetoed by the bishops. Thir- 
ty-five state conferences had voted in 
favor of a council. By a vote of 177 
to 31, the Florida conference cast its 
345 yotes in support of the general 
couferenee. This vote is much larger 
than the combined total of the four 
conferences unreported, and provides 
the necessary three-fourths majority 
in favor of the establishment of a 
council, 

The church had two governing de- 
partments previously—legislative and 
executive. 

Bishop John M. Moore, Atlanta. 
presiding, commended the council te 
the conference but thought it might 
be difficult to set up. He is secre- 
tary of the college of bishops. 

“Lt hope it (the council) will prove 
wise and all for the best,” he added. 

Upon establishment of the judicial 
council, a minister niay appeal the 
verdict in his trial by conference. The 
council also would .decide disagree- 
ments between boards and administra- 
tive officers and might pass upon bish- 
ops’ rulings if it wished.

Reports presented presiding eld- 
ers of the nine conference districts 
were taken up next. They showed 
that an average of 85 per cent of 
assessments have been collected and 
that 90 per cent of ministers’ salaries 
have been paid.

ATTENTION IS TURNED 
TO REMARKS BY SPIVEY 


The Florida Methodist conference 
unotficially turned its attention again 
tonight to. comments on Christianity 
hy Dr. Ludd M. Spivey, president of 
the Southern College at Lakeland, as 
n result of a statement by him today 
in which he said he did not believe 
“Christ will return to this earth.” 

With the conference twice exoner- 
nating Dr. Spivey of charges of heresy 
threugh acceptance of reports of two 
investigating committees, prominent 
members of the Methodist clergy to- 
night were apprehensive that the col- 
lege president’s latest expression on a 
fundamental doctrine of the church 
would inspire his enemies to demand | 
the appointment of anotber board of 
inquiry. 

Dr. Spivey’s statement was issued 
in reply to charges by L. B. Over- 
street, pastor of the Methodist church 
nt Bowling Green, who resigned from 
the conference and the church Thurs- 
day when the second investigating 
committee reported no trial was neces- 
sary in cotinection With the president’s 
remarks made at college chapel exer- 
cises last February. Mr. Overstreet? 
nccused Dr. Spivey of “snapping his 
fingers” in addressing the students as 
he said, “I don’t care that for the 
second coming of Christ.” And Dr. 
Spivey, before leaving Lakeland this 
morning to attend the conference ses- 
sion here, issued the following state- 
inent : 

Not Fundamental Doctrine. 

“The doctrine of the second coming 
of Chr is not a fundamental doc- 
trine of Any church as.far as I know. 
It is purely a speculative doctrine; 
therefore, no church could require any 
one to hold any. particular’ belief 
about it. 

“So far as I am concerned, I do 
not believe that Christ will return to 
this earth. The whole idea, as it is 
inught, is based on a flat earth. If 
(‘hrist were to return, where would 
he live? We in Florida would want 
him to live here. But I suppose there 
would be other places where he would 
he needed more. This does not mean 
that I object to my friends holding 
on to the orthodox beliefs about this 
subject, 

“I would be perfectly willing for 
Mr. Overstreet to remain in the Meth- 
dist church and believe whatever he 
cares to about this or any other sub- 
ject so long as he is a good man and 
is trying to co-operate with others in: 
irvying to make life livable. 

“Intolerance about the non-essen- 
tials of life is a bad thing. There 
are many fundamental problems over 
which men differ and are embittered 
without getting in a controversy over 
x subject that is superficial and un- 
important. 

Unworried About Return. 


“IT am so busy living and trying to 
io my duty here now that I have nv 
interest in when *Christ will return 
ee the world will come to an 
end. 

The new statement did not reach 
the conference until after the busi- 
ness session adjourned, but it was' 
the principal topic of discussion this 
afternoon and tonight as presiding 
elders, ministers and laymen met in-

LONDON, Dee. 11,—(UP)—Great 


Britain abandoned her historic free 
trade policy today and made the first 
move toward an economic unity for 
the empire. 


The. government decided to offer the 
dominions a guaranteed wheat quota 
plan when the imperial economic con- 
ference meets in Ottawa next July, J. 
H. Thomas, the dominions secretary, 
announced in the house of commons 
shortly before patliament adjourned 
until February 2. - 

_ The wheat quota plan would estab- 
lish the percentage of home-grown 
wheat, of empire wheat and of foreign 
wheat which could be used in Great 
Britain. Enforced by Jaw, this plan 


| would severely affect the wheat ex- 


ports of the United States, Russia 
and Argentina. 

“A real, genuine, quid-for-quid quo- 
ta,” was the way Thomas described 
the plan, which would not attempt to 
provide a fixed price for wheat sold 
in Britain but would allow price to 
be penee by world market prices. 

“In our viewpoint—indeed the only 
factor involved—is what the domin- 
ions would do in regard to our man- 
ufactures,” Thomas said in explain- 
ing the plan for stimulating trade 
among the various parts of the em- 
pire.. He said faffare of the imperial 
conférence would be “absolutely dis- 
astrous.” 

_If the plan is aceepted, it was be- 
lieved that the quota to be established 
would provide for use of 15 per cent 
home-grown wheat, 55 per eent empire 
grown wheat and no more than 30 
per cent foreign-grown wheat. 

_ It was considered certain that estab- 
lishment of the quota plan would be 
accompanied by a tariff on flour, 
which would double the blow to 
United States exports.

IN U. S. FOR LECTURES 
NEW YORK, Dee. 11.—()— 
Winston Churchill, stormy petrel of

FLORIDA TAX LAW 
DECLARED INVALID 


QUINCY, Fla., Dee. 11.—()—A 
revenue act of the 1931 legislature, 
the corporation capital stock tax, 
counted upon to raise $500,000 for 
Florida’s treasury, was declared un- 
constitutional in a decision: here by 
Circuit Judge E.-C. Love. 

The law required all corporations 
doing business in Florida, where in- 
corporated in Florida or in some other 
state, to file an annual report with 
the secretary of state and to pay an- 
nual filing fees ranging from $10 to 
$1,000, according to the amount of 
capital stock.

Roberts, who attended Georgia 
Tech, was the former owner of 
the Original Sandwich shop, on 
North Broad street, but had recently 
sold it. Several notes to his wife and 
mother-in-law were left in the room, 
it was said. Cox said Roberts had 
been in financial difficulty for some 
time, and was despondent over money 
affairs. 

Roberts, who was a Mason, is sur- 
vived by his wife; one son, Ralph Jr.; 
three brothers, Luther and J. F. Rob- 
erts, of Atlanta, and Lieutenant 
Heard Roberts, United States navy, 
stationed in Honolulu; and one sis- 
ter, Mrs. Henry P. Long, of La- 
vonia, Ga. 


FIGHT IS LAUNCHED 
ON CITY BUS STOPS 


Proposal to eliminate all stops on 
downtown streets by inter-city buses, 
except at drive-in terminals, will be 
made to council early in January if 
plans of Mayor James L. Key's spe- 
cial traffic commission are consum- 
mated, 


The commission Friday recommend- 
ed that such an ordinance be offered 
to council. It will be drawn by the 
legislative committee, presented to the 
traffic committee of council and, if 
approved, its passage will be sought 
on the floor of council. The new ordi- 
nance contemplates eliminating all 
stops within Atlanta’s inner fire limits 
except at bus terminals and would 
prevent inter-city lines from carry- 
ing intra-city passengers. A fund of 
$1,000 to improve the synchronized 
traffic control system also be 
sought.
